Halifax police say the disappear¬ 
ance of Truro police officer Cath¬ 
erine Campbell is still a missing- 
persons case.

“She’d never do that without 
telling her mother or I. She’s not 
that type. She takes eveiything 
too seriously,” said Dwight Camp¬ 
bell, who was in Halifax on Tues¬ 
day talking with police as they 
continued to look through his 
daughter’s apartment for clues 
as to where she may be. 

He said police had a picture 
of her going into her apartment 
complex Thursday after her shift 
work and, on Friday afternoon, 
his sister-in-law talked to her. 

“That’s the last anyone heard 
from her,” he said.

Refugee hopes 
to one day 
reunite with his 
kids, parents 

Youssef Aasar says he dreams 
of his family being reunited 
one day around the small din¬ 
ing table in his Halifax apart¬ 
ment, coming together after 
their flight from violence and 
corruption in Syria. 

“All I really search for (is) a 
place in this world to meet my 
kids, to be safe, to live together, 
to eat together, to be in one 
house,” the 43-year-old said dur¬ 
ing an interview at his two- 
room home. 

Youssef arrived in Nova Scotia 
this spring, bringing his 39-year- 
old wife Alya, 13-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Danah and four-year-old 
son Yaqub from Kuwait, where 
the Syrian man has lived since 
the 1990s. 

His son Gazy, 18, and daugh¬ 
ter Shashad, 22, from a previ¬ 
ous marriage, and his parents 
Issa and Souad Aasar remain 
in Lebanon, after he paid for 
them to move from war-torn

Youssef Aasar was sched¬ 
uled to make his formal 
refugee application to 
Citizenship and Immigra¬ 
tion Canada on Tuesday, 
which will determine if he 
can proceed to the next 
stage of the process.

Homs in 2012. 

Youssef’s story differs from 
the stories of refugees trying 
to escape through Turkey and 
Greece. It started more than a 
decade ago with an encounter 
with a Syrian embassy official in 
Kuwait City and worrying visits 
by the Syrian security police to 
his parents’ home. 

He says he moved from his 
hometown of Homs in his 20s 
to work in a Kuwaiti agency that 
assisted migrants applying for 
work permits. 

In the late 1990s, he says, a 
Syrian embassy official falsely 


accused him of illegally taking 
a man’s documents. 

When Youssef lost his own 
passport, the same official ac¬ 
cused him of selling it and 
Youssef accused the man of 
asking for a bribe before pro¬ 
viding fresh documents. 

Later, Youssef says his father 


told him the police had started 
visiting his parents’ and their 
neighbour’s homes demanding 
information. 

Being on the security forces’ 
radar over the false accusation 
regarding his passport made 
returning home dangerous, 
he says. 


“How would I know what 
would happen? I have to be 
afraid,” he said. “They put you 
in jail and how can I prove I 
am innocent?” 

Youssef remained in Kuwait, 
finding his separation from his 
older children and parents in¬ 
creasingly painful. 

“They say to me, ‘Do you miss 
us?’ and I told them there is 
no single day in my life I don’t 
think of them before I go to 
sleep at night,” he said. 

While in Kuwait, he frequent¬ 
ly passed the Canadian embassy 
and started to dream of visiting

Clinic offering counsel to 
families upon arrival 

Julie Chamagne, direc¬ 
tor of the Halifax refugee 
clinic, says her centre 
will provide free legal ad¬ 
vice to the family as they 
attempt to settle in the 
province. 

"Refugee situations 
are complex and there's 
not one kind of refugee. 
You can see by Youssef's 
history that some people 
find one moment they 
are very wealthy and the 
next moment they're not. 
One moment they have 
status somewhere and 
the next they don't," she 
said. 


Canada. 

As the Syrian civil war spread 
in 2011, he came to Canada with 
Alya, who was pregnant at the 
time. Their son Yaqub was born 
and became a Canadian citizen. 

Youssef returned to Kuwait 
and discovered about a year 
later the little boy had severe 
autism and suffers seizures. He 
says he struggled to both work 
and care for Yaqub in the years 
that followed, and his finances 
were soon drained. Meanwhile, 
he said, Kuwait has indicated it 
will not renew his work visa. 

Danah, his 13-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, hopes Canadians will wel¬ 
come her. 

“I feel I don’t belong any¬ 
where ... I hope for a better life 
and somewhere I belong,” she

Case of student 
accused of making 
death threats delayed 


The case of a Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity medical student who 
allegedly told a psychiatrist he 
would kill up to 20 people and 
himself has been put over until 
next month. 

Stephen Gregoiy Tynes was 
released on bail last month after 
he was charged with two counts 
of uttering threats to cause death 
or bodily harm and one count 
of engaging in threatening con¬ 
duct. 

The 30-year-old student was 
also charged with unauthorized 
possession of a prohibited device 
in relation to an overcapacity 
cartridge magazine. 

Tynes did not appear in court 
today and the case was set over 
until Oct. 8 so the defence has 
more time to review the dis¬ 
closure. 

Search warrant documents 
filed with the court allege that 
Tynes told a psychiatrist he 
would stab Evelyn Sutton, Dal- 


housie’s associate dean of under¬ 
graduate medical education, and 
her daughter who was also his 
classmate. 

In the documents, police say 
they seized 1,834 rounds of am¬ 
munition, rifles and gun acces¬ 
sories from a Halifax apartment. 

None of the allegations has 
been proven in court.

Men charged after search

Girl "terrified’ after 
man approached kids

A Cowie Hill mother says she’s 
disappointed more can’t be 
done after a man approaching 
children in the area left her 
daughter afraid to play outside. 

The 21-year-old man arrested 
over the weekend by Halifax 
Regional Police when parents 
reported suspicious behaviour 
has been charged with causing 
a disturbance when he urin¬ 


ated in public. Melissa Gurtin 
said that charge is not enough. 

Gurtin said that on Saturday 
evening, multiple children ran 
home from the Bromley Road 
playground to say a man was 
asking them to come home with 
him and reaching out to hug 
them, including her eight-year- 
old daughter Jayla. 

“When you try to get a kid to 
come with you that you do not 
know, that’s attempted kidnap¬ 
ping in my eyes,” Gurtin said. 

Gurtin said the children hid 
“for their life” at a friend’s 
house while the man waited 
outside. 

Gurtin said the police told her 
there’s no law against asking a 
child to come with you or to hug 
them, and no further charges 
could be laid because the man 
didn’t actually grab a child or 
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I don't know 
where to turn.

put one in a car. 

The police told her luring 
charges are usually related to 
the Internet, Gurtin said, and 
the case has left her feeling the 
laws “should be changed.” 

“A child has to actually get 
hurt? How stupid would they 
feel if next week he does hurt 
somebody?” Gurtin said. 

Gurtin said the man has been 
released on conditions includ¬ 
ing staying away from schools 
and the four Cowie Hill streets 
near the playground. She said 
that isn’t much punishment 


as he is a Dalhousie University 
student who lives downtown. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokeswoman Const. Stacey 
Opallca said Tuesday the po¬ 
lice investigation was based on 
thoroughly examining facts and 
multiple interviews. 

“I know it can be frustrating 
to people but... that particular 
charge of causing a disturbance 
is what was there,” she said. 

Now many kids in the neigh¬ 
bourhood, including Jayla, don’t 
want to go near the playground 
or walk to school, Gurtin said. 

“She walks with her older 
brothers but she’s still terrified, 
and she’s been waking up in the 
middle of the night having bad 
dreams,” Gurtin said. 

“It’s a really unfortunate situ¬ 
ation, and these kids shouldn’t 
have to live like this.”

Police investigate attempted child abduction 


The RCMP are investigating an 
attempted child abduction at 
a bus stop in Lawrencetown. 

At about 7:45 a.m. Tuesday, 
Halifax RCMP arrived at Atlan¬ 
tic View Elementaiy School in 
response to an incident that 
had occurred around 7 a.m. at 
a bus stop near Maple Drive 
and Highway 207. 

RCMP report that a 10-year- 
old boy was waiting at the 
bus stop when a black pickup 


truck driving east went past 
and stopped at the commun¬ 
ity centre. 

A man got into the passen¬ 
ger side of the truck, which 
police said then drove to the 
Lawrencetown Grocery Store 
directly across from the bus 
stop. 

The passenger, a white man 
believed to be in his 20s, got out 
of the truck and waved at the 
boy to come over, but the boy 


pretended to ignore the man. 

The driver of the truck, a 
man police also believe to be 
in his 20s, stepped out of the 
vehicle and yelled, “Come over 
here and get in my truck.” 

The boy ran to a nearby rela¬ 
tive’s home, and then home to 
tell his father what had hap¬ 
pened. 

Father and student then went

Out behind the small build¬ 
ing at the Halifax Stanfield 
International Airport limou¬ 
sine and taxi stand there are 
four wooden planks leaning 
against the side of a small 
building. 

Adam Ghazoul, a Muslim 
man, takes one down, lays 
it on the crushed stone, and 
kneels to pray. 

“A lot of drivers work in 
the airport and I have seen 
it for years, they have been 
using this to pray,” said 
Ghazoul. 

Ghazoul has been a taxi 
driver in Halifax since 2005, 
and spends a lot of time at 
the airport limousine and 
taxi stand. 

Drivers wait at the stand 
anywhere between a half 
hour to several hours some 
days, their cars in a large 
queue waiting for a call. 

One thing Ghazoul thinks 
is missing is a quiet place to 
pray. The makeshift area be-

hind the building could see 
25 people a day, maybe more, 
Ghazoul says. 

“I think they have a right 
to just have an indoor place 
(at the taxi stand) to use as a 
prayer room for everyone, not 
just for, you know, Muslims,” 
said Ghazoul. “There’s other 
people that may use it, too.” 

The airport does have a 
worship centre inside the ter¬ 
minal that is open to people 
of all denominations. 

“Everyone is welcome to 
come use our non-denomin- 
ational worship centre here 
in the terminal, it’s open 
24/7 and it’s a quiet place 


for prayer with prayer mats 
available,” said Ashley Gallant 
of the Halifax International 
Airport Authority. 

“We’ve made arrangements 
with the taxi drivers for park¬ 
ing as well, so they can come 
park at the terminal while 
they come in to use the wor¬ 
ship centre,” Gallant added. 

Ghazoul said using the wor¬ 


ship centre “doesn’t make 
sense,” saying taxi drivers 
would have to either leave 
their cars unattended in the 
line, or take themselves out 
of the line to drive to the 
airport for prayer. 

Since major construction 
is already going on right be¬ 
side the taxi stand, Ghazoul 
wonders why a prayer room 


can’t be a priority. 

“A lot of people have faith 
and beliefs and they pray, 
like we (Muslims) pray five 
times a day, it doesn’t take 
that long, like five minutes,” 
said Ghazoul. “If they have 
the money to fix roads, make 
new gas stations, they can 
have the money to build a 
small room for these people.” 


SHELBURNE 

Senior 
wounded 
as dog 
attacks 

A 77-year-old man received about 
15 stitches to close his wounds 
after a dog attacked him last 
week. 

Clyde Bartlett was walking his 
small dog in the area between 
Clements Street and Morvan 
Road in Shelburne when a boxer 
escaped from its owner’s home 
and pinned down the Pomer¬ 
anian. 

Bartlett tried to piy off the 
attacking dog. 

“I thought for sure it was go¬ 
ing to kill him,” said Bartlett. 

As the man attempted to sep¬ 
arate the dogs, the boxer turned 
and bit Bartlett on his hand. 

Bleeding profusely, Bartlett 
walked home, almost passing 
out and called paramedics. 

Bartlett received treatment 
for his wounds, but he worries 
the dog may attack someone 
else again. 

He said this is the second time 
he has filed an incident report 
with the town about the dog be¬ 
ing violent. 

Shelburne CAO Dylan Heide 
said the town has issued a letter 
to the dog owner, stating that 
the owner must keep control 
of the animal or else the town

New Type 2 diabetes meds 
funded by the province

A new medication will be 
available for people in Halifax 
who live with Type 2 Diabetes. 

Involcana, a new type of 
diabetes treatment, was re¬ 
cently approved by the prov¬ 
ince to be funded under Medi¬ 
care. 

Dr. Debbie Knight, an in¬ 
ternal medical specialist from 
Dartmouth, said it is a huge 
milestone for some of the 
98,000 patients in Nova Sco¬ 
tia, including some of her 
own. 

It gives them a sense of 
independence that doesn’t 
come from other treatments, 
she explained. 

“Diabetes is extremely frus¬ 
trating to begin with because 
it’s a progressive problem,” 


said Knight. “The patients in 
whom we’ve used it have had 
a very good response.” 

The treatment works to 
inhibit the uptake of glucose 
by the kidneys, and instead 
removes it through urine, 
lowering patients’ blood sug¬ 
ar, she said. 

Along with lowering blood 
sugar, it also helps patients 
with weight loss and reduces 
blood pressure — two stresses 
diabetes patients often have 
to manage in addition to their 
disease. 

The new drug is only avail¬ 
able for patients who fall 
within a certain criteria and 
requires special authoriza¬ 
tion. 

For example, those who 
already have good manage¬ 
ment of their diet and exer¬ 
cise, and are on Metformin 
and Sulfonylureas, but still 
have issues managing their

blood sugar. 

Knight also said that, like 
any drug, Involcana comes 
with side effects, and some 
patients with other health 
issues may not be suited for 
the treatment. 

Interested patients are en¬ 
couraged to consult with their 
doctors.

Closure looms 
as government 
mulls bid to 
save facility

Time is ticking for industry 
groups waiting on Nova Sco¬ 
tia to decide whether to ink 
a sale with a private bidder to 
save the soon-to-be-shuttered 
Exhibition Park. 

Representatives from the 
hotel, tourism and exposition 
management industry held 
a news conference on Tues¬ 
day, stressing the need for the 
province to act on a propos¬ 
al to purchase, renovate and 
market the aged facility, slated 
for closure in November. 

David Organ, chairman 
of the Exposition Managers 
Society of Nova Scotia, an¬ 
nounced that a developer has 


put forth an offer to maintain 
the building for a minimum 
of eight years. 

Afterward, the society’s 
executive director said the 
offer would involve the 
110,000-square-foot facility be¬ 
ing purchased at market value 
with a commitment to com¬ 
plete up to $1 million worth 
of immediate upgrades and 
create a long-term plan for 
other renovations. 

“If the exhibition industiy is 
to function in the spring then 
we have a very tight time con¬ 
straint to see this deal done,” 
Jim Gourlay said Tuesday. 

If that window of time is 
missed, numerous events 
would be called off, repre¬ 
sentatives said. 

Chris Shaw, owner of The Bin¬ 
nacle Yachting Equipment and 
Accessories Ltd., said his busi¬ 
ness would lose at least $20,000 
if the Halifax International Boat 
Show were cancelled. 

Industry reps are also confi¬ 
dent that switching the facility 
from government to private 
hands would bring the energy 


needed to boost the current 
$ 12-million exposition indus¬ 
try to rake in $20 million over 
the next decade. 

Gourlay blamed Trade Cen¬ 
tre Ltd. for its poor admin¬ 
istration, maintenance and 
marketing of the facility up 
until now. 

“This (facility) has been run 
lethargically and it’s a pretty 
much break-even proposition 
with an industry half the size 
it should be.” 

The industry sounded the 
alarm in July when the prov¬ 
ince declared the facility sur¬ 
plus after a building assess¬ 
ment revealed it required $9 
million in renovations. 

Q EVALUATION 

A spokesperson from the 
Nova Scotia Department 
of Business said on Tues¬ 
day that the province is 
currently evaluating two 
bids from private invest¬ 
ors. 



TOURISM 

Digby Pines, Liscombe Lodge 
listings draw 'some interest’ 


One deadline has passed with¬ 
out a buyer for the Digby Pines 
Resort, which the province 
hopes to sell by the end of the 
year. 

In June, the government an¬ 
nounced it hoped to strike a 
deal by late August, but the of¬ 
ficial word now is only “there 
has been some interest.” 


The government signed a 10- 
weelc contract with a broker to 
help sell both the Digby Pines 
and Liscombe Lodge on the 
Eastern Shore. 

“Our interest is to settle it 
this year. The current season 
at the Pines is winding down,” 
said Bob Book of the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Tourism Agency. 


He said any proposals are 
currently under review. 

Book also added that the real 
estate firm it has contracted to 
help sell the resorts remains 
available for any final nego¬ 
tiations and closing of a sale. 

Digby mayor Ben Cleveland 
anticipates to hear news of a 
sale by October, tc media

Theatricality 
in Dickens 
suits the stage

The novel he adapted it from 
may have been written in 
1860, but the director of Nep¬ 
tune’s latest play says Great 
Expectations still resonates 
with audiences in 2015. 

“It’s a coming-of-age story, 
and even though it’s set in 
a long time from nowadays’ 
teenagers, I think the issues 
are the same,” said Nep¬ 
tune Theatre artistic direc¬ 
tor George Pothitos Tuesday 
after a media preview of the 
production. 

“Kids want to be somebody 
else ... this one wants to be a 
gentleman, he wants to be 
rich. Today, they want to be 
stars ... it’s no different.” 

Pothitos brought to life the 
Charles Dickens novel about a 
poor orphan with upper-class 
aspirations, adapting it for 


the stage to open Neptune’s 
53rd season. 

“Its about a poor orphan 
boy who wants to be a gentle¬ 
man, and in the process loses 
himself, but then through loss, 
finds his humanity,” he said. 

Distilling 470 pages of clas¬ 


sic literature — or about 18 
hours of reading — into a play 
that people can sit through 
is no easy task, but Pothitos 
called it a joy. 

“My attempt was to keep 
the spirit and the clarity of 
the story,” he said, adding that 


there were subplots and “stor¬ 
ies within stories” that had 
to be cut. 

Actress Jackie Torrens, who 
plays the main character Pip’s 
mother figure Biddy, said she 
sees Dickens’ novels as perfect 
for the stage. 


Halifax musicians are lead¬ 
ing the pack in nominations 
for the Music Nova Scotia 
Awards, with In-Flight Safety 
and Rich Aucoin both coming 
out on top with six. 

The nominees were an¬ 
nounced Tuesday morning, 
and the awards will be pre¬ 
sented during Nova Scotia 
Music Week (NSMW) from 
Nov. 5 to 8 in Yarmouth. 

Rockers In-Flight Safety 
are up for group recording,

A new federal election poll re¬ 
leased Tuesday shows the Liber¬ 
als gaining momentum in Nova 
Scotia at the expense of the Con¬ 
servatives. 

The poll — conducted from 
August to early September by 
Halifax-based Corporate Research 
Associates — shows the Liberals 
up to 45 per cent on the ques¬ 
tion of federal voting intentions 
if the election were held today. 

That’s up four percentage 
points from May, when 41 per 
cent of respondents said they 
would vote for Justin Trudeau’s 
Liberals. 

The Conservatives were at 23 
per cent in May, and now find 


themselves down to 18 per cent. 

The New Democrats saw no 
change from May to August, hold¬ 
ing steady at 32 per cent, while 
the Green party gained one per¬ 
centage point, to four per cent. 

The story is different across 
the Atlantic Provinces, though, 
with both the Liberals and Con¬ 
servatives falling a few percent¬ 
age points, and the NDP gain¬ 
ing four percentage points to 
33 per cent. 

The Liberals, however, main¬ 
tain the lead in the Atlantic Prov¬ 


inces with 40 per cent of those 
polled saying they would vote 
for them.

Corporate Research Asso¬ 
ciates polled 1,521 people 
over the age of 18 between 
Aug. 10 and Sept. 2, with 
results accurate within 
two and a half percentage 
points, 95 times out of 100.

A decision to remove sugary 
drinks from a pharmacy has 
influenced the pop purchas¬ 
ing of an entire village. 

That is the finding of a 
study into Graham Macken¬ 
zie’s decision to ban sugary 
drinks from Stone’s Pharmacy 
in Baddeclc. 

Mackenzie made the deci¬ 
sion in September 2014, and it 
caught the eye of scientists at 
the Propel Centre for Popula¬ 
tion Health Impact, who then 
studied its effects on overall 
soda sales in Baddeclc over a 
number of months. 

“We thought, well, even 
if people didn’t shift their 
buying, that would be a big 
enough stoiy,” Mackenzie said. 


“When it turned out it was 
a two to three times drop ... 
that just blew me away.” 

Before the decision to re¬ 
move all sugary drinks, in¬ 
cluding pop, from his shelves, 
Mackenzie said the pharmacy 
was selling six per cent of all 


pop in the village. 

The study, which obtained 
statistics from the Needs con¬ 
venience store and the Co-op 
grocery store, found an overall 
drop in pop purchasing for 
the entire village.

see that result because his 
campaign wasn’t just about 
getting rid of sugary drinks. 

Instead, it was to start con¬ 
versations around the amount 
of sugar the drinks contain 
and the potential for negative 
health effects. 

Though pop has been re¬ 
moved from his shelves, Mack¬ 
enzie has yet to see any ad¬ 
verse effects on sales at his 
pharmacy. 

“I said way back that no¬ 
body is really retiring on sell¬ 
ing pop anyway,” he said. 

Next up, he’ll be monitor¬ 
ing a “whittled down” candy- 
bar section at the front of the 
pharmacy.

Stephen Harper was hanging

budget surplus Tuesday, show¬ 
ing off his fiscal bona fides as 
the federal election campaign 
prepared to convene in Calgaiy 
to debate the state of the Can¬ 
adian economy. 

But it wasn’t all smooth surf¬ 
ing for the Conservatives: yet 
another would-be Toiy MP took 
a tumble over inappropriate 
comments on social media. 

Newfoundland and Labra¬ 
dor candidate Blair Dale was 
dropped over Faceboolc com¬ 
ments that were “incompat¬ 
ible with our party,” said a 
spokesman. 

Dale is the sixth Conserva¬ 
tive to be shown the door since 
the campaign began Aug. 2. 

Harper had a little spring 
in his step in Vancouver as 
he boasted about Finance De¬ 
partment numbers that show 
a $ 1.9-billion surplus in 2014- 
15 where once there was a 
predicted $2-billion shortfall. 

Back on one of his favour¬ 
ite talking points, the prime 
minister mocked the fiscal- 
management chops of both 
Rachel Notley, Alberta’s new 
NDP premier, and Liberal Lead¬ 
er Justin Trudeau. 

Trudeau has criticized the 
surplus as the product of fail¬ 
ing to spend adequately on 
vulnerable Canadians — an 
accusation the Conservatives 
deny. 

The surplus was achieved 


in part by departments under¬ 
spending their budgets by $8.7 
billion — a tactic known as 
lapsed funding and one de¬ 
plored by critics as spending 
cuts by stealth. The Conserva¬ 
tives had budgeted for $7.2 
billion in lapsed funding but 
wound up with $1.5 billion 
more than anticipated. 

Trudeau was in a contested 
southwestern Ontario riding 
Tuesday to promise $750 mil¬ 
lion for skilled-trades funding. 

“You’ve seen your personal 
debt rising as your job pros¬ 
pects sink. You want to seek 
out better opportunities but 
you can’t access the training 
you need,” Trudeau told sup¬ 
porters and apprentices at a 


local plumber and pipefitter’s 
union. 

“Stephen Harper doesn’t 
know what that’s like. When 
he was first elected, Windows

Court dismisses Tories' 
appeal regarding niqabs 
at citizenship ceremonies 

The courts handed the 
Harper government an¬ 
other policy rebuke Tues¬ 
day when the Federal 
Court of Appeal quashed 
its attempts to ban face 
coverings at citizenship 
ceremonies. 

But the Conservative 
campaign vowed to fight 
back, saying uncovered 
faces at such ceremon¬ 
ies were "consistent with 
Canadian values of open¬ 
ness, social cohesion and 
equality." 

The latest chapter in 


the Conservatives' battle 
with the courts unfolded 
Tuesday when the Federal 
Court of Appeal dismissed 
the government's appeal 
of an earlier Federal Court 
ruling that said banning 
face coverings at such 
ceremonies was unlawful. 

On Tuesday, the three 
justices ruled from the 
bench, saying they want¬ 
ed to proceed quickly so 
that Zunera Ishaq, the 
woman who initially chal¬ 
lenged the ban, can ob¬ 
tain citizenship in time to 
vote in the Oct. 19 federal 
election.

A judge has reserved her deci¬ 
sion in the case of Bruce Car- 
son, a former top aide to the 
prime minister who is charged 
with influence peddling. 

Ontario Superior Court Jus¬ 
tice Bonnie Warlcentin told the 
court she will announce Oct.

Crown prosecutor Jason Ni- 
col said he expected the deci¬ 
sion to be brought down any¬ 
where from a few days after 
that procedural hearing to the 
beginning of November.

Declaring a state of emergency, 
Hungary sealed off its southern 
border with Serbia on Tuesday 
and detained those tiying to en¬ 
ter illegally, aiming to shut down 
the flow of migrants pouring in. 
Chaos ensued at the border, as 
hundreds of migrants piled up 
in a no man’s land, and Serbian 
officials reacted with outrage. 

Stuck for an unknown amount 
of time on a strip of road between 
the two countries’ checkpoints, 
those fleeing violence in their 
homelands pitched tents and 
settled in. But frustrations were 
on the rise. As a police helicopter 
hovered above, migrants chanted 
“Open the border!” and shouted 
insults at Hungarian riot police. 
Some refused food and water 
in protest. 

With a razor-wire fence com¬ 
pleted along the Serbian border, 
Foreign Minister Peter Szijjarto 
said Hungary now also plans to 
extend the fence for “a reason¬ 


able distance” along its border 
with Romania. Both Serbian and 
Romanian governments decried 
Hungaiy’s moves. 

“Raising a fence between two 
EU member states who are stra¬ 
tegic partners is not a fair gesture 
from a political point of view, ac¬ 
cording to the European spirit,” 
Romania’s Foreign Ministry said. 

Serbia’s foreign minister de¬ 
clared it was “unacceptable” that 
migrants were being sent back 
from Hungaiy while more and 
more were arriving from Mace¬ 
donia and Greece. 

“(Serbia) wants to be part of 
the solution, not collateral dam¬ 
age. There will have to be talks 
in the coming days with Brussels 
and other countries,” Ivica Dacic 
said in Prague. 

The turmoil at the Hungarian- 
Serbian border came a day after 
the 28-nation bloc failed to come 
up with a united immigration 
policy at a contentious meeting 
in Brussels. The ministers did 
agree to share responsibility for 
40,000 people seeking refuge in 
overwhelmed Italy and Greece 
and spoke hopefully of reaching 
an eventual deal — next month 
or by the end of the year — on 
which EU nations would take 
120,000 more refugees, includ-

Concerns raised over whether militants among border-crossers 


When the Islamic State of Iraq 
and the Levant lost control of a 
key crossroads town in northern 
Syria in June, some militants 
shed their jihadi garb and blend¬ 
ed in with the flood of Syrians 
fleeing across the Turkish border. 

Since then, the exodus of Syr¬ 
ians and Iraqis toward Europe 


has surged — and Europeans 
opposed to taking in more refu¬ 
gees say that more than ever, 
they fear “disguised terrorists” 
in their midst. 

Governments along the route 
have different assessments of 
the threat. Two senior Iraqi of¬ 
ficials and a Syrian activist say 


a small group of hardened ISIL 
extremists is believed to have left 
the war zones of Iraq and Syria 
to blend in with the masses of 
asylum seekers in recent weeks. 

Intelligence officials in France 
and Germany expressed skepti¬ 
cism, saying they have no specific 
evidence. The Soufan Group, a 


security consulting firm, said 
Monday that some infiltration 
was probable but the extent of 
the danger was unknowable, 
making it “susceptible to exag¬ 
geration and exploitation.” 

The disarray of Europe’s asy¬ 
lum procedures in the face of 
thousands of applications has 


heightened worries, although 
security experts say Europe is 
at far greater risk from home¬ 
grown ISIL sympathizers with 
valid European travel documents 
and the means to plan an attack. 

Leaders of countries opposed 
to taking in the refugees rou¬ 
tinely cite the fear as one of their 


primaiy reasons. The concerns 
are fanned by lines of exhausted 
refugees, bedraggled families 
walking northward along rail¬ 
road tracks, and trains carry¬ 
ing refugees between countries 
with minimal or no identity 
checks, straining the system.

U.S. retailer 
eyeing Alberta 
and B.C. after 
Toronto foray 

While some shoppers may 
struggle to locate garments in 
a specific style or colour, Ashlie 
Callender faces an even greater 
obstacle: finding clothes that 
will fit her curvy frame. 

“Regular stores, they go 
up to extra-large sometimes, 
and that’s really like a (size) 
10 maybe. So if it’s a stretchy 
material, I can get away with 
it,” said the 24-year-old college 
student. 

Callender joined dozens of 
shoppers who jammed Torrid’s 
new location in Toronto Eaton 
Centre for the grand opening of 
its first store outside of the U.S. 

Three more Torrid stores are 
set to open in the Toronto area 
this fall, joining homegrown 
plus-size retailers Addition Elle 
and Penningtons, both under 
the banner of Montreal-based 
Reitmans Canada Ltd. 

The plus-size brand is al¬ 


ready familiar to Canadians, 
who account for more than 
half of Torrid’s international 
business online, said CEO Lisa 
Harper. 

The retailer has more than 
280 stores across the U.S. and 
ships to more than 150 coun-

tries. Torrid is a full-service 
apparel and accessories shop 
offering separates, denim, 
handbags and footwear. 

Harper said the company ex¬ 
pects to open about 10 stores 
in Canada in 2016, and has 
been eyeing British Columbia, 


Calgaiy and Edmonton as po¬ 
tential expansion sites. 

Torrid is seeking to help fill 
a sizable void in Canadian re¬ 
tail for full-figured consumers. 

A 2013 report from the NPD 
Group found that plus sizes 
represent 32 per cent of the 
“special size” clothing category, 
which also includes tall, petite 
and junior. 

Two-thirds of plus-size 
women reported shopping 
for larger clothes was more 
stressful than shopping for 
traditional sizes, with limited 
merchandise cited among the 
main causes. 

“Coming from the wholesale 
side of the fashion business, 
you do have to pay a premium 
for clothes that are either plus¬ 
sized or petite,” said Sandy 
Silva, director of fashion and 
beauty at the NPD Group. 

Most national retailers 
which offer extended sizing 
have a “fairly basic assort¬ 
ment,” she noted. 

“They don’t really have the 
wealth or array of fun, fash¬ 
ionable, sexy styles that plus- 
size women want as well as a 
regular-size woman.”

Who's the new man steering the Tory ship? 


Strategist political consult¬ 
ant campaign adviser... 

whatever you call it, the 
Conservative Party has a new 
one: Lynton Crosby. He's a 
household name in political 
households. But what will he 
bring? And why did the party 
hire him so late in the game? 
The wizard from Australia 
In his home country, Crosby 
led the centre-right Liberal 
Party to victory in 1998 and 
2001. His messaging targeted 
voters wary about the number 
of asylum seekers arriving 
on the country's shores. He's 
known as a master of "dog- 
whistle" politics: Using code 
words to win support from 
people with disreputable, but 


commonplace, views, such 
as anti-immigration senti¬ 
ments tinged with racism. 
Later Crosby added wins for 
Conservative U.K. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron and Lon¬ 
don, U.K. Mayor Boris 
Johnson to his CV. 

The work ahead 
Paid consultants are 
a relative rarity in 
Canadian politics, 
says University of 
Waterloo political 
science professor 
Anna Esselment. 

Party insiders tend 
to fill that role, she says, but 
outside expertise might be 
called if a campaign seems to 



be flagging. "I expect (Crosby) 
is giving a high-level assess¬ 
ment regarding Conserva¬ 
tive messages, their target 
audiences, and 
how to effectively 
change the chan¬ 
nel to matters that 
the Conservatives 
want to talk about," 
Esselment says. 
Fresh blood 
Why find a new 
captain when a 
campaign's already 
out to sea? Con¬ 
servative sources 
told The Canadian 
Press that some in the party 
were frustrated with its slap¬ 
dash response to the Syrian 


refugee crisis. Esselment gave 
three possible reasons for the 
hire: It could be a warning 
to opposition that Tories are 
about to get aggressive, a 
move to gain credibility from a 
"legend," or a response to in¬ 
ternal strife. (Some former top 
brass, such as Nigel Wright, 
have been tarnished by the 
trial of Senator Mike Duffy). 
Turning the tide 
Whether changing course 
mid-campaign will work 
remains to be seen, Esselment 
says. "The type of messages 
Harper delivers, and the nega¬ 
tive advertising... over the 
next couple of weeks will likely 
tell us whether Crosby's hand 
is helping to steer the ship."

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Millennials aren't 
turned off by politics. 
It's the voting system.

Youth aren't politically apathet¬ 
ic, says a new study, they're 
just not voting. For many 
young Canadian activists, this 
finding is a breath of fresh air. 

A Samara Research report, 
released last week, looked at 
18 political activities other than 
voting — e.g., volunteering for 
candidates or causes, giving 
political speeches, protesting, 
and discussing politics on 
social media — and found that 
Canadians younger than 30 
participate in them at a higher 
rate than those older than 30. 

This isn't the usual narrative 
surrounding millennials. It's a 
welcome acknowledgement 
of the work of student groups 
and other youth movements. 

Using the voting rate as a 
measure of youth engagement 
is like using season-ticket sales 
as a measure of interest in the 
NFL. There's a lot more to take 
into account. 

Even among millennials 
who do vote, voting is often 
seen as one part of the overall 
activism package. Our votes 
serve to elect the government 
that will most optimally act as 
an avenue through which we 
can create change. 

Still, the fact remains that 
we aren't voting as much as 
other age groups. One reason 
I've come up with is that we've 
simply lost faith in our first- 
past-the-post electoral system. 

Let's imagine a prospective 
voter — call him Ben — who 
works at Whole Foods and 
cares deeply about the en¬ 


vironment. Ben wants to vote 
for the Green party because 
he wants the Green candidate 
in his urban riding to be elect¬ 
ed. But, because he's informed 
and engaged, he knows the 
Green candidate won't be 
elected. And the alternative — 
to vote "strategically" against 
his worst-case scenario — isn't 
likely to get him excited. 

We might say to Ben what 
many say to millennials who 
have no reason to believe that 
their preferred candidates will 
be elected: "That's life, kid." 

But I'd argue we'd be better 
served by looking closely at 
how voting works. 

Fair Vote, an organization 
advocating electoral reform, 
recorded that of the more 
than 14 million votes cast 
in the 2011 election, seven 
million served to elect no one 
(like Ben's hypothetical vote 
for the Greens). That means 
about 50 per cent of Canadian 
voters elected 100 per cent of 
the MPs. 

In contrast. Fair Vote found 
that in New Zealand, which 
uses a proportional-represen¬ 
tation system, 97 per cent of 
voters elected MPs. 

In this context. Samara's 
research speaks for itself: It's 
not politics that turns us off — 
it's our winner-take-all electoral 
process. And saying youth are 
apathetic tiptoes around the 
fact that systemic change is 
needed. We don't need to be 
the scapegoats for institutional 
issues older generations have 
ignored. We need proof that 
our votes will be meaningfully 
represented. When that hap¬ 
pens, the youth vote, will be a 
lethal electoral force.

I spent my birthday in Paris! 

For 15 years I have been 
promising my daughter I would 
take her to Paris. I spent the 
last five years saving for it, and 
three years planning. The city 
hasn’t changed much since my 
first visit as a teen except that 
maybe there is more English 
spoken in the streets — and I 
have learned more about food. 

In particular, I now know 
where and how to eat. Here 
are a few tips: 

Take a bicycle tour from Bike 
About Tours (bilceabouttours. 
com) at the start of your trip. 
They will take you off the beaten 
path and at the end of the tour 
they will email you a list created 
by the guides (who all live in 
Paris) of favourite places to eat 
and drink. Unfortunately they 
make us swear to not share this 
list, so you’ll have to go yourself 
to find the best places. 

Try to avoid bistros that are 
on the comer or that say they 
serve “tout a l’heure” These 
tend to cater to tourists. The 
locals still eat between noon 


and 2 p.m. and 7 and 10 p.m. 

Upon arrival order “une ca¬ 
rafe d’eau pour la table.” Not 
only will it save you up to 10 
bucks for bottled water, it will 
signal to the server you are not 
a total touriste. 

When you get your bread, it 
is to be eaten with your hands 
and placed on the tablecloth. 
Typically, there is no butter 
served but they will bring some 
if you ask. 

If you are looking for the 
prix fixe Michelin star experi¬ 


ence without the crazy expense, 
consider going for lunch. The 
menu is often similar but the 
price is half that of dinner. My 
actual birthday lunch was at 
l’Atelier Etoile de Joel Robuchon 
on Champs Elysees. 

For 44 euros, I enjoyed four 
courses — a soup with a smoky 
clear broth consomme with 
oyster mushrooms and a plump 
shrimp and a small quenelle of 
caviar floating. 

And for the main course, 
sweetbreads in a demi-glace,

• 1 tsp pure vanilla extract 

• 100 g dark chocolate, 
chopped + more for grating 

• 5 Tbsp pure maple syrup 

• Maldon or another flaky 


sea salt 

In small measuring cup, pour 
boiling water over tea bag. 
Let steep as long as you can, 
at least 10 minutes, before 


discarding tea bag. 

Wrap tofu in clean tea towel. 
Wring out as much moisture 
as you can. Place in food pro¬ 
cessor. Add steeped tea and 
vanilla. Process on high until 
smooth. 

In medium stainless steel 
bowl set over pot with sever¬ 
al inches gentling simmering 
water, combine 3.5 oz (100 g) 
chopped chocolate and maple 
syrup. Whisk until melted and 
smooth. Add to tofu mixture. 
Process on high until smooth. 

Spoon pudding mixture into 
4 to 6 small ramekins, pots, 
mugs or bowls. Refrigerate at 
least 1 hour to firm up a little. 

To serve, garnish with coarsely 
grated chocolate (grated using 
cheese slicer, vegetable peeler 
or other grater) and flaky salt.

500 Abarth 
offers 6-speed 
automatic for 
the first time

Retro-styled cars are fun, and 
it’s even better when they have 
the performance to match. 
That’s the case when you opt 
for the Abarth version of Fi¬ 
at’s 500, especially when it’s 
the 500C Cabrio that I tested, 
which gives you a sliding can¬ 
vas roof for an almost-a-con- 
vertible experience. 

While the Abarth previously 
only came with a five-speed 
manual transmission, the 2015 
version is also available for 
the first time with a six-speed 
automatic. Die¬ 
hard sticlc-shift 
fans may re¬ 
sent its inclu¬ 
sion, but it’s a 
really nice unit 
that doesn’t 
take anything 
away from 
the car’s fun 
factor. Power 
changes slightly depending 
on the transmission: you get 
a bit more horsepower with 
the manual unit, but more 
torque — the twisting force 
that gets you moving off the 
line — with the automatic. 
Hit the throttle, and the 500 


Abarth is quick and peppy in 
its response. 

The steering is sports-car 
heavy, but the car responds 
quickly and accurately. My 
car had optional gloss-white 
wheels with Pirelli P-Zero sum¬ 
mer tires, and they stick like 
glue when cornering. Despite 
its diminutive size, the car 
feels firmly planted on the 
highway, although a tighter 
turning circle would make it 
a bit easier to manoeuvre in 
close quarters. 

The retro styling continues 
inside with a metal-loolc paint¬ 
ed dash and chrome accents. 
It’s veiy roomy up front, but 
while there is a rear seat, 
there’s almost no legroom 
back there, and it’s best for 
small children or adults will¬ 
ing to fold themselves up for 
a short ride. 

The sliding roof moves elec¬ 
trically to three positions, start¬ 
ing with a sunroof-sized open¬ 
ing and finally folded down at 
the veiybaclc. A 
portion of the 
steel roof re¬ 
mains in place, 
since the can¬ 
vas is a panel 
that slides in¬ 
side it, and the 
car feels tight 
and rigid, with 
no squeaks. It 
also didn’t leak when I took 
it through a car wash. 

The 500C Abarth is pricey 
for its size, but compared to 
the base Fiat, you’re paying for 
a sportier suspension, bigger 
brakes, and sharp handling. 
It looks like it’s fun, and it is.

Off-roading Bentley 

Bentley just introduced its first 
SUV this week at the Frankfurt 
auto show, and not a moment 
too soon. 

Like a lot of people, I have 
been lamenting for years on why 
someone didn’t offer a vehicle 
costing more than $200,000 that 
could get up a dirt hill. Why did 
it always have to be so affordable 
to have a little bit of offroad fun? 


The auto industry put a group of 
very privileged people in a very 
tough spot with their behaviour 
over the years. Think of how 
challenged were those buyers, 
trying to option their Range Rov¬ 
ers or Mercedes-Benz G Wagons 
into a price level more akin to 
their perceived net worth. 

So thank you Bentley, for rec¬ 
ognizing the injustice here, and 
coming to the rescue of this long- 
suffering group of buyers, by un¬ 
veiling this ultra high-end sport 
utility, which for some reason 
you’re calling Bentayga (rolls 
off the tongue, like bad caviar). 


For those interested, some per¬ 
tinent info ... 600-hp, 12-cylin- 
der engine. All-wheel drive. 
Very sumptuous five-seat cab¬ 
in. Volkswagen owns Bentley; 
the Bentayga is built off of the 
group’s MLV Evo platform cur¬ 
rently utilized for Audi Q7 and 
Porsche Cayenne. Bentayga’s 
main rival should be the forth¬ 
coming SUV from Rolls-Royce. 

Loopy Jaguar 

Jaguar also introduced its first 
SUV at Frankfurt, and did so in 
super dramatic fashion. British 
stunt driver Terry Grant drove 


a Jaguar F-Pace in a 19.08-metre 
loop, similar to a Hot Wheels 
loop, only much bigger. The 
stunt set a Guinness World Re¬ 
cord for largest ever “loop the 
loop.” 

Jaguar F-Pace will be consider¬ 
ably more affordable than the 
Bentley Bentayga. No Canadian 
prices yet, but $43,385 US will be 
its base price south of the bor¬ 
der. F-Pace is rendered from the 
same all-aluminum architecture 
as the new Jaguar XE midsize 
sedan, which should get here 
before the F-Pace. 


Magic carpet Honda 

Any auto show these days is sure 
to be filled with more self-driving 
technologies and Frankfurt will 
not be an exception, so you know 
Honda was saying something by 
creating the Project 2&4 concept 
and showing it off in Germany at 
this juncture in the automotive 
histoiy timeline. 

Project 2&4 is a weird and 
wonderful antidote to the self¬ 
driving movement. 

It’s actually half car/half 
motorcycle, designed to com¬ 
bine the most engaging driving 
elements of both forms. It has 


no “cabin” at all, just a driver’s 
cockpit suspended over the road, 
to grab as much driving inten¬ 
sity as possible. The mid-ship 
mounted 215-hp V4 motorcycle 
engine assures a low, low centre 
of gravity and an outrageous 
power-to-weight ratio.

Major carmakers 
pledge auto-braking 


Major global carmakers pledged 
Friday to install auto-braking 
technology as a standard fea¬ 
ture for vehicles sold in the U.S. 
market, government and safety 
officials announced. 

The technology, which is al¬ 
ready an option on some cars, 
uses on-vehicle sensors to detect 
a possible collision and applies 
brakes if the driver fails to re¬ 
spond to warning sounds. 

Because human error and 
driver distraction are key fac¬ 
tors in many road accidents, 
the auto emergency braking 
(AEB) technology is expected 
to substantially reduce rear-end 
collisions and other accidents. 

“We are entering a new era 
of vehicle safety, focused on 
preventing crashes from ever 
occurring, rather than just pro¬ 
tecting occupants when crashes 
happen,” said U.S. Transporta¬ 
tion Secretaiy Anthony Foxx, 
making the announcement at

an event hosted by the Insurance 
Institute for Highway Safety. 

“But if technologies such as 
automatic emergency braking 
are only available as options or 
on the most expensive models, 
too few Americans will see the 
benefits of this new era.” 

Ten automakers, whose cars 
account for more than half the 
U.S. market, agreed to make 
the auto-braking technology a 
standard feature: Audi, BMW, 
Ford, General Motors, Mazda, 
Mercedes-Benz, Tesla, Toyota, 
Volkswagen and Volvo. 

“The evidence is mounting 
that AEB is making a differ¬ 
ence,” said insurance institute 
president Adrian Lund. 

“Most crashes involve driver 
error. This technology can com¬ 
pensate for the mistakes eveiy 
driver makes because the sys¬ 
tems are always on alert, mon¬ 
itoring the road ahead and never 
getting tired or distracted.” 

Lund said several studies in¬ 
cluding one from the institute 
shows the auto-braldng technol¬ 
ogy can reduce insurance injury 
claims by as much as 35 per cent. 

The announcement did not 
include a specific timetable for 
deployment of the new systems. 
Transportation officials said they 
would be urging the other car- 
makers to join the pledge to 
make the technology standard 
as soon as possible, afp

The global production of 
vehicles increased by 2.7 per 
cent to 89.9 million units in 
2014, a new record, accord¬ 
ing to data from the Inter¬ 
national Organization of Mo¬ 
tor Vehicle Manufacturers.

Jake Olson completely lost his 
vision six years ago. He still has 
his sights set on playing football 
at Southern California. 

The blind long-snapper is one 
step closer to the Coliseum after 
practising with the Trojans on 
Tuesday. 

Olson impressed his team¬ 
mates during 
his first official 
practice at USC, 
where the fresh¬ 
man is on a spe¬ 
cial scholarship 
for physically 
challenged ath¬ 
letes. Eligibility 
issues had kept 
him out of uni¬ 
form this fall 
until he joined 
the sixth-ranked 
Troians for a rainy morning 
workout. 

“I’m proud of the work that 
he put in,” USC coach Steve Sark¬ 
isian said. “It’s a real credit to a 
lot of people to get this done.” 

Wearing a No. 17 yellow non- 
contact jersey, Olson spent the 
morning working with the Tro- 
jans’ special-teamers, includ¬ 


ing starting long-snapper Zach 
Smith. Although Olson wasn’t 
made available to the media, 
he expressed his excitement to 
USC’s official website. 

“ft was a surreal feeling,” Ol¬ 
son told the website. “I’m excit¬ 
ed to help this team in anyway 
I can and be a great teammate. 
I love this team and I always 
have, and now it feels great to 
be a part of it.” 

Olson was the long-snapper 
on field goal attempts for his 
high school team in Orange, 
Calif. He gets help from team¬ 
mates to line up properly, put¬ 
ting his hand on the shoulder of 
the player next 
to him as they 
walk to the line, 
but takes care of 
the rest himself. 

“He just said 
it was awe¬ 
some to wear 
the Trojan hel¬ 
met,” said Reid 
Budrovich, a 
USC punter who 
played against 
Olson in high 
school. “They were great snaps 
today. He is definitely not out 
of shape right now. He is right 
in his prime.... I think it’s really 
inspirational for the team, just 
seeing him out here. It’s lifting 
spirits and bringing us together.” 

Olson is a lifelong Trojans 
fan who has been around the 
program since Pete Carroll was 


the coach in 2009, the same year 
Olson completely lost his sight. 

He lost his left eye to a rare 
form of retinal cancer at 10 
months old. His right eye was 
removed when he was 12 years 
old after numerous attempts to 
save it. He asked to watch the 
Trojans’ practice on the night 
before his surgeiy. 

“He doesn’t use an excuse,” 
quarterback Cody Kessler said. 


“He doesn’t say anything. He 
doesn’t use it as a crutch or any¬ 
thing. We don’t see that at all. 
We don’t think anything differ¬ 
ent about him. He’s the same 
as all of us. He puts his pads 
on the same way. He works out 
the same way. He comes out 
here and practises just as hard 
as anyone else. It’s just an awe¬ 
some feeling.” 

Sarkisian has repeatedly said 


he expects Olson to snap in a 
game for the Trojans one day, 
although it isn’t imminent. The 
freshman is simply grateful to 
keep learning and supporting 
his teammates until he gets a 
shot. 

Olson made a post on his Twit¬ 
ter account later Tuesday: “First 
practice was so much fun! Love 
this team! Thanks to everyone! ”

Manchester United squandered 
a lead to lose 2-1 at PSV Eind¬ 
hoven and had left back Luke 
Shaw carried off with a broken 
right leg on an unhappy return 
to the Champions League on 
Tuesday. 

Shaw required oxygen while 
he was taken off on a stretcher 
after being hurt by a two-footed 
tackle from Hector Moreno 
tackle in PSV’s area in the 15th 
minute. Images showed Shaw’s 
right foot was bent at a 45-de¬ 
gree angle and United said after 
the match that Shaw “suffered 
a double fracture of the leg.” 

“It is awful,” United manager 
Louis van Gaal said. “When he 
came into the dressing room, 
he had an oxygen mask and 
was crying.” 

Memphis Depay, signed from 
PSV this summer, gave United 
the lead in the 41st minute of 
the Group B match by drib¬ 
bling between two defenders 
and shooting through the goal¬ 
keeper’s legs. 

Moreno equalized in the 
lengthy period of first-half stop¬ 
page time — caused by his chal¬ 
lenge on Shaw — with a header 
that deflected in off United 
defender Daley Blind. Luciano 
Narsingh’s 57th-minute goal 
secured victory for the Dutch 
champions, who were the top 
seeds in the group but argu¬ 
ably the weakest team out of 
United, Wolfsburg and CSKA 
Moscow. 


TUESDAY In Eindhoven 



For United, the disappoint¬ 
ing result of its first Champions 
League match in 17 months 
will be overshadowed by the 
injury to Shaw, whose displays 
this season demonstrated why 
the club made him one of the 
world’s most expensive teen¬ 
agers by signing the then-18- 
year-old in the summer of 2014 
for $46 million. 


“Defeat hurts,” United goal¬ 
keeper David de Gea said, “but 
Luke Shaw’s injury hurts even 
more.” 

Shaw was running into 
the PSV penalty area when 
he was felled by a challenge 
from Moreno. He was clearly 
in pain as he fell to the ground 
and there was a delay of about 
eight minutes as medical staff 
attended to him on the pitch. 

Not even a foul was awarded 
and United would have felt a 
sense of injustice when Moreno 
rose in the second minute of 
stoppage time to head in a 
ball that flicked off Blind and 
into the net. 

“When I say it’s a penalty 
and a red card, I’m a bad los¬ 
er,” Van Gaal said of Moreno’s 
tackle on Shaw. “It was a bad 
tackle with two legs.” 

A brilliant piece of skill from 
Depay earned United the lead. 
The Dutch winger cut inside
